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Falmouth Man Slain In 
Dispute Over Property Line 


Apparently a dispute over a 
boundary between two proper­ 
ties has resulted in the death of 
a Falmouth man early Sunday 
morning. Dead by shotgun blast 
at close range is Clyde Owens, 
58, operator of a Falmouth 
grocery. 
Being held in Fayette County 
jail on a charge of first degree 
murder is Joe Earls, Falmouth, 
who is suspected to have blast­ 
ed Owens as he opened his car 
door in front of his home early 
Sunday morning. 
Reports state that a long­ 
standing dispute existed over 
the location of a boundary line 
between Owens and his neigh­ 
bor, Joe Earls, who is sus­ 
pected to have shot Owens at 
12:50 a.m. Sunday morning. 
Owens was taken to Fayette 
Memorial Hospital, Conners­ 
ville, by the Fayette County 
emergency unit, and died from 
the chest wound at 1:55 a.m. 
Fayette County Coroner Leon­ 
ard Urbahn said an autopsy in­ 
dicated death was due to severe 
hemorrhaging from 
shotgun 
wound in the chest, estimated 
to have been fired at a range 
of six to eight feet. It was 
thought that only one shot was 
fired. 
Fayette County Sheriff Max 
Huffman and Sgt. Don Petro, of 
State Police are conducting an 
investigation of the shooting. It 
was reported that Earls left the 
shooting scene, coming to Rush- 
ville, where he was arrested by 
Rushville police. The weapon, 
reported to have been a 12- 
gauge shotgun, had not been lo­ 
cated early Monday morning. 
It was reported that Earls left 
the scene of the shooting, driv­ 
ing his car to Rushville, where 
his wife is employed. Rushville 
police, responding to a radio 
alert from Indiana State Police 
at 1:32 a.m., then picked up the 
suspect in the 600 block of East 
11th Street at 6:55 a.m. Earls 
was held in Rush County jail 
and released to state police for 
transfer to Connersville. 
Earls was apprehended as he 
came to Rushville to pick up 
his wife, who is reported to be 
an employe of Jackson Nursing 
Home. 
Police said that Earls did not 
resist or make trouble when ar­ 
rested by Rushville officers at 
6:55 a.m. He denied any knowl­ 
edge of the shooting. In a 
search of the car for weapons, 
a .32-caliber Smith & Wesson 
revolver was discovered under 
the seat of the car. The shotgun 
was not in the car, the report 
stated. As the investigation con­

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Restraint On 
Nixon’s Trip 
Talk Asked 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 
ident Nixon asked the leaders 
of Congress today for restraint 
in Capitol Hill discussions and 
reactions to his planned jour­ 
ney to Communist China. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Hugh Scott reported Nixon said 
in effect at a White House 
meeting with the leaders, that 
it would be better to hold down 
congressional speculation about 
the mission because of its de­ 
licacy. 
“I don’t think the President 
is trying to muzzle anybody at 
all,” Scott said. “He is simply 
stating the momentous nature 
of the occasion and the necessi­ 
ty for restraint” 
Senate 
Democratic 
Mike 
Mansfield said it is essential to 
understand that much prepara­ 
tory groundwork has to be laid 
in advance of the mission. 
Mansfield said Nixon “will be 
walking on eggshells” in ad­ 
vance of the meeting with Pre­ 
mier Chou 
En-iai of the 
People’s Repblic of China, and 
negotiations leading up to it 
will have to be secret. 
Scott said earlier that the 
timing of Nixon’s visit to China 
indicated the United States will 
have no combat troops in Viet­ 
nam by May 1, 1972. 
Scott quoted Nixon-,as saying 
he would welcome the sugges­ 
tions and comment on mem­ 
bers of Congress, but that any 
sensitive matters should be tak­ 
en not to the public but to the 
White House or the State De­ 
partment. 
Nixon, Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers, and Dr. Henry 
A. Kissinger, national security 
adviser to the President, all re­ 
ported to the congressional 
leaders at the White House. 
It was Kissinger who went se­ 
cretly to Peking July 9 to 11 for 
the discussion that led to the 
announcement of the planned 
Nixon trip. 
Scott said Rogers would be 
making a statement involving 
U.S. policy toward Nationalist 
China within the next two 
weeks. 
Mansfield said Rogers will 
appear from time to time be­ 
fore congressional committees, 
but he said members of Con­ 
gress “will have to allow for 
confidentiality” in the steps 
taken to prepare for the meet­ 
ing. 
Both Mansfield and Scott 
spoke to newsmen before the 
Senate session began, and later 
took the floor to repeat the re­ 
quest for restraint. 
Mansfield said there were no 
secret agreements, “no promis­ 
es made,” during Kissinger’s 
secret stay in Peking. 
Scott also said Sunday Nix­ 
on's plan to visit China by next 
May implies possibily there will 
be no U.S. forces at all in Viet­ 
nam by that time “except those 
necessary to carry out such 
agreement, as, hopefnlly, have 
been made.”

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — All 
horses in Texas, Oklahoma, Ar­ 
kansas, New Mexico and Loui­ 
siana 
are 
to

vaccinated 
against a mosquito-earried di­ 
sease 'that kills about half the 
horses it strikes. 
A quarantine that was im­ 
posed on horses in Texas after 
the 
disease 
spread 
into 
the 
United States from Mexico and 
South America has been ex­ 
tended to the other four states, 
and the federal government has 
made $5 million and additional 
manpower available. 
A regional emergency head­ 
quarters opens today in Hous­ 
ton to coordinate efforts in five 
states to fight the disease-Ve- 
nezuelan equine encephalomye- 
lities, or VEE, 
Plans for the five-state pro­ 
gram were developed Sunday 
at a meeting in Dallas of feder­ 
al officials, state veterinarians 
and other animal health leaders 
from the states.

million 
in 
federal 
funds and additional manpower 
became available Friday after 
Secretary of Agriculture Clif­ 
ford Hardin declared the VEE 
outbreak a national emergency. 
Dr. R. E. Omohundro, assis­

head the regional emergency 
headquarters. He said it will

TRENTON (AP) — Richard 
Petty, the king of the NASCAR 
circuit, is within $6,800 of be­ 
coming the first NASCAR driv­ 
er to win $1 million in prizes.

driver won the Northern 300 
Sunday with only one other 
driver in the same lap when he 
took the checkered flag. 
Petty said after the race he 
expected to top the $1 million 
mark at the Dixie 500 .in At­ 
lanta Aug. 1. 
The 
northern 
tour 
has 
bought Petty two other vic­ 
tories—in Malta and Islip, N.Y. 
The oil came from a valve 
cover gasket, and it didn’t in­ 
terfere with the car’s operation. 
The triumph was his 13th of 
the season in 30 starts and was 
his second in as many years on 
the lti-m ile Trenton track. He 
covered the 300 mile distance- 
200 laps — in two hours, 29 min­ 
utes four seconds, for an aver­ 
age speed of 120.347 m.p.h. 
The track record is 121.008 
m.p.h., set by David Pearson in 
1969 in the first NASCAR race 
on the track after it was ex­ 
tended from one mile to one- 
and-one-half miles.

With Donohue

Mich. (AP) — Mark Donohue 
thought the law of averages 
would catch up to .him,—but. it 
didn’t, and neither did any of 
his rival drivers Sunday in the 
200-mile race for championship 
cars at Michigan International 
Speedway. 
“It kept going through my 
mind that I wasn’t going to 
make it,” he smiled after win­ 
ning the $62,000 United States 
Auto Club event, which was

Michigan Twin 200. It was his 
fifth consecutive racing victory. 
Donohue 
grabbed 
the 
lead 
from pole-sitter Bobby Unser 
on the 16th trip around the two- 
mile oval and, with the ex­ 
ception of two brief stops for 
fuel, held command the rest of 
the way. 
He finished more than 20 sec­ 
onds ahead of 27-year-old Billy 
Vukovich of Fresno, Calif., son 
of a two-time Indianapolis 500 
winner. Vukovich was the only 
driver in the same lap with the 
leader at the finish. 
Roger McClusky was third in 
the race, then came on in the 
second event, which was for 
USAC stock cars, to win fairly 
easily. 
The triumph was good for 
$13,860 plus accessory money 
for Donohue, while Vukovich 
collected more than $8',600 for 
second. 
Donohue’s average speed for 
the 100 laps was 144.898 miles 
per hour, a far cry from the 
190-pus 
speeds 
that 
featured 
time trials Friday. Five yellow 
lights slowed action and only a 
dozen of the starting field of 26 
cars finished the race, which 
was 
plagued 
by 
mechanical 
failures.

Give a real old fashioned wel­ 
come to the Amateur Athletic 
Union of The United States. 
The AAU moved its national 
headquarters 
to 
Indianapolis 
last November. It Is described 
as the “largest volunteer serv­ 
ice, non-profit . . . non-com­ 
mercial 
organisation 
in 
the 
world dedicated to the ideals of 
amateur sports, athletics and 
national physical fitness,” 
Harry Hainaworth, 74 years 
young, is the genial executive 
director. He told me: “We were 
organized in 1868 and had just a 
few sports at that time. Since 
then, we have become some­ 
what of a mother hen, A lot of 
sports have sought protection 
under the wings erf the mother 
hen.’’ 
The AAU is an unusual or­ 
ganization, acting as an “um­ 
brella” organization for some 
19 sports activities. Most other 
countries have separate feder­ 
ations governing each individual 
sport. The AAU holds member­ 
ship 
in 
many 
international 
sports federations. 
The AAU is the governing 
body for such sports as swim­ 
ming, diving, track and field 
events, basketball, judo, walk­ 
ing, long distance running, vol­ 
ley ball, and Greek, Roman or 
freestyle wrestling. It also gov­ 
erns bobsledding which is the 
only winter sport. More than 
half of the 230,000 members are 
engaged in some type of aquatic 
sport. 
I asked about the financing of 
the AAU; Hainsworth told me: 
“We get 50 cents, from the very 
nominal registration fee of the 
athletes. We have close to 5,000 
member clubs in 58 district as­ 
sociations. We get $5 as our 
share from all of the member 
clubs. We get a share of sanc­ 
tion fees. This office will grant 
sanctions anywhere from free 
up to $250 at our champion­ 
ships. We participate in up to 
50 percent of the championship 
events net profit if there is any.

I was 
in the western New York As­ 
sociation when the AAU offered 
me a position as assistant id 
the president of the union in 
1950.” 
He is starting his 51st year 
with the union and is grooming 
a man to take over his job. Be­ 
fore becoming executive direc­ 
tor he handled all swimming 
events for the Union. 
“One of the most interesting 
programs,” according to Hains­ 
worth. is the AAU Junior Olym­ 
pics. The four year old program 
is subsidized each year with 
$100,000 by the Quaker Oats 
Company. Juniors in four age 
brackets from age 10 and under 
up to 17 years old, compete at 
the

level. More than 700 earn the 
right to compete in the Junior 
Olympics which will be held at 
the Air Force Academy this 
year.

As with a will, your life in­ 
surance policy should not be 
kept in the safe deposit box. It 
is not necessary to keep any 
policies there because they are 
easily replaced, at no crnst.

INCOME TAX RECORDS. 
Save them (at home) for at

years.

STOCKS AND BONDS. 
They should be in the box. 
Keep a list of them at home. 
Stock certificates are replace­ 
able but only after a long delay 
and at considerable expense. 
Be very careful about unregis­ 
tered bonds; they can be sola if 
lost or stolen, 


REAL ESTATE PAPERS. 
Mortgages, 
deeds, 
property 
surveys, belong in the box. 


RECEIPTED BILLS, CANCEL­ 
LED CHECKS. 
Keep them on file for about a 
year except those covering in­ 
stallment and other large pur­ 
chases, property and income tax

ayments, 
which you 
should 
oid much longer. 


CHECK LISTS. 
Have a list at home of all 
papers in the safe deposit box 
and another in the box showing 
where all other papers can be 
found. 


HOME RECORDS. 
Keep them all in one place, 
either in a file cabinet or a 
strong box. But remember that 
practically nothing is fireproof 
so store them in what you think 
is the most fire-resistant loca­ 
tion in the house.

Q — I had my first experience 
recently in putting a new pane 
of glass in a window. Every­ 
thing seemed to have worked 
out all right, but now I notice 
that the putty around the glass 
has 
become 
brittle 
and 
has 
chipped 
off 
in 
a 
couple 
of 
places. I want to replace it, but 
would like to avoid whatever I 
did wrong. The job was done 
only four weeks ago. Can you 
help me? 
A.—A possible cause is that 
you used putty that was very 
old and dried out. Another is 
that you did not prime the 
groove into which the glass and 
putty fit. Every inch of wood 
that the putty will touch should 
be soaked in linseed oil or a 
thinned exterior paint. This will 
prevent the wood from absorb­ 


ing the oil in the putty and thus 
causing it to dry out too quickly. 
There are some new glazing 
compounds on the market that 
claim 
to 
prevent 
premature 
drying. But whatever you u s e - 
old-fashioned putty or glazing 
compound—prime 
the 
wood. 
And if you want extra protection 
for the putty or compound, paint 
it about 48 hours after it has 
been applied. 


Q — We intend to have a vaca­ 
tion home built soon. I was told 
a 
couple 
of 
months 
ago 
I 
couldn’t get a mortgage more 
than 50 per cent the value of the 
house and property. A friend of 
mine says he was able to get a 
much 
higher 
mortgage 
than 
that. Do different banks have 
different 
rules 
about 
such 
things? 


A.—Banks decide for them­ 


selves, 
within certain limita­ 
tions, what amount they will 
lend on houses of any type. 
However, under a new regula­ 
tion, the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration will insure mort­ 
gages on vacation homes up to a 
maximum of $18,000 or 75 per 
cent of the appraised value. 


Q —A relative has left us an 
antique table that we have been 
offered $4,000 for. We would like 
to refinish it. How do we get off 
the old varnish? 
A.—The standard procedure is 
by using a varnish remover. But 
your question indicates a lack of 
experience in r e f i n i s h t n g . 
Therefore, it would be wise not 
to attempt the job yourself on 
such an expensive piece of fur­ 
niture. Take it to a professional. 
It may be that only a cleaning is 
necessary.

force. 
The international Communist 
movement alternates between 
the use of war and the appli­ 
cation 
of 
parliamentary, 
or 
united front, tactics in its drive 
to achieve its goals. Red China 
at the present time is in the 
peaceful phase, following the 
violence and excesses of the 
Great Proletarian Cultural Rev­ 
olution. 
Chou, long an advocate of 
united front tactics, has been 
entrusted by the party to serve 
as architect and spokesman of 
the new soft approach to the 
United States and the West. 
It was in this context that in 
April he made a sharp turn in 
the long hostile relations with 
the United States by inviting an 
American 
table 
tennis 
team 
and three American newsmen 
to visit the Chinese mainland. 
The Nixon visit represents a 
personal triumph for the ur­ 
bane, 
articulate 
73-year-old 
statesman-diplomat. 
If it is successful, there could 
be an end, at least for a time, 
to the Vietnam war. Tensions 
over Formosa could be eased. 
The prospects for peace in Asia 
would be brightened. 
Failure would expose Chou's 
moderate line to criticism with­ 
in the ruling Communist party. 
The ultraleftists—led by Mao 
Tse-tung’s wife, Chiang Ching;

For a variety of reasons they 
want to see China stable and 
free of foreign conflict for the 
next five to 10 years.

Want to try a Japanese gar­ 
den recipe with your beer? 
Soy beans are the thing. The 
plants are not permitted to ma­ 
ture—which generally is about 
100 days from sowing time—but 
are pulled out a bit earlier. The 
pods are stripped from the 
stems and boiled whole in wa­ 
ter, with a bit of salt added 
shortly before cooking is done. 
Serve the pods whole. Each 
person squeezes the pods so the 
beans pop out, preferably into 
the mouth. 
To raise soy beans treat them 
as you would snap beans. Set 
seeds 2 or 3 inches apart in 
two-inch furrows 18 inches 
apart. Cover the seeds with fine 
soil and firm down the earth. 
When the seedlings are 2 to 3 
inches tall, thin them apart 4 to 
6 inches. Begin picking pods 
when they are young and tend­ 
er.Beer isn’t the only thing that 
goes with soy beans. Cooked as 
a vegetable, they add a new fla­ 
vor to the diet and they are a 
good source of protein. 
Garden Glossary 
Here are definitions of garden 
terms, compiled by the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture: 
ACIDITY: Referring to soil, 
indicates it has a PH rating be­ 
low 7, usually found in soils with 
organic matter. 
ADVENTITIOUS 
BUDS: 
Those that arise at axils of 
leaves when the terminal buds 
(those at the end of the stem) 
are destroyed. 
ALPINES: Plants from high 
mountains, usually dwarf, used 
in rock gardens. 
ANNUAL: A plant that lives 
its entire life, from seed to seed 
again, in one season.

“shrines” in which to contem­ 
plate and display the things 
they own. Their houses, too, re­ 
flect the kind of thinking that 
places more importance on how 
the structures look to other peo­ 
ple than whether they fit the 
family needs.

Aside from the fact 
that graphics provide an inex­ 
pensive way to express individu­ 
ality, they dress up relatively 
cheap furniture. In view of the 
many inescapable pressures ex­ 
erted on us in today’s world, 
Moore feels that the pressure of 
possessions can and should he 
negated through the use of low­ 
er cost furniture and accesso­ 
ries.“Anyone planning to buy a 
house,” says Moore, “should 
think of the sense of place. A 
house, more than any other 
building, is entitled to be a 
place of specialness, to be the 
center of the world for the peo­ 
ple living there, designed to 
take care of their images, vi­ 
sions, concerns and needs.” 
But isn’t this a philosophy 
that can be applied only to pri­ 
vate houses individually built? 
How does it fit in with his recent 
appointment as architectural 
consultant to a corporation 
(Amrep) that specializes in de­ 
velopments and new commuiil- 
ties?“My program is not the impo­ 
sition of any arbitrary stand­ 
ards of taste but an attempt to 
find in the land, the neighbors 
and the inhabitants of each area 
the basis for planning and build­ 
ing which will make each place 
appropriate and unique.” 
Moore feel? strongly that, al­ 
though adults and children 
should be able to live together 
harmoniously, they must have 
areas to which they can retreat 
separately. For that reason, he 
often places the master bed­ 
room and a private terrace at 
the opposite end of the house 
from the children’s play area, 
study and bedrooms, permitting 
m'other and dad to enjoy peace 
and quiet even if rock ’n roll 
music is blaring away. 
At Yale, Moore tries to share 
with students his respect for the 
influences of natural or geo­ 
graphic surroundings in con­ 
junction with the life style of the 
intended occupants of a dwell­ 
ing. And while he often goes in 
for striking lighting effects, he 
admits that too much dazzle in­ 
side or outside a house is ex­ 
hausting rather than exuberant.

Bonuses Talked

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon’s 
manpower 
chief 
planned to test congressional 
sentiment today on offering bo­ 
nuses ranging over $2.000 for 
re-enlistment in the National 
Guard or Reserve. 
Guard sources said Asst. Sec­ 
retary of Defense Roger T. Kel­ 
ley arranged for a secret ses­ 
sion with a House Armed Serv­ 
ices subcommittee to discuss 
formal proposals that may be 
included in the next defense 
budget in January. 
Pentagon officials refused to 
provide details. But it is known 
both enlistment and re-enlist- 
ment bonuses are included in 
an “incentive package” de­ 
signed to maintain the strength 
of the Guard and Reserve as 
draft calls go down. 
The proposal is said to in­ 
volve enlistment bonuses—only 
after the draft expires—aver­ 
aging more than $500 and re­ 
enlistment bonuses averaging 
more than $1,700. 
Amounts would depend on the 
length of hitch and, in the case 
of re-enlistment bonus, on a 
man’s military skill as well. 
The top re-enlistment bonus, 
would total more than $2,000 for 
a six-year re-enlistment in the 
Guard or Reserve, sources 
said.Other items in the “incentive 
package” are believed to cover 
survivor benefits, medical and 
dental provisions, and possibly 
inclusion of Guardsmen and 
Reservists in GI mortgage in­ 
surance coverage now available 
to regular service veterans.

At least 50 of the Palestinians 
fled into Israel and surren­ 
dered. The Jordanian spokes­ 
man said they were infiltrators 
trained by Israel who were re­ 
turning “to their masters.” But 
a guerrilla official in Beirut 
said they were forced to flee 
because of many wounded, lack 
of water and constant shelling 
by the army. 
The army spokesman said 
about 100 soldiers had been 
killed in six days of fighting, 
and he estimated guerrilla loss­ 
es at more than 200.
